The  figures  in  brackets  are  those  for  1964. 

In  calculating  Birth  and  Death  rates,  area  comparability  factors 
are  issued  by  the  Registrar  General  to  ’’correct”  irregularities  in 
the  age  and  sex  structure  of  the  population,  and  also  to  take  into 
account  any  high  mortalit3?-  due  to  the  presence  of  residential 
institutions.  It  is  interesting  that  our  birth  rate  and  that  of 
Dorchester  Borough  is  rising  slightly,  thus  running  contrary  to  the 
National  trend.

Infantile  Mortality  Rate 


The  infantile  mortality  rate  is  the  number  of  deaths  among 
infants  of  under  one  year  of  age  per  thousand  registered  live  births. 
There  were  five  infantile  deaths  under  one  year  of  age  and  287  births 
in  the  area. 

The  National  rate  was  19*0  deaths  among  infants  under  one  year 
of  age  per  thousand  live  births  and  the  Dorset  rate  was  15*7  deaths. 
Our  figure  is  too  small  to  v\rork  out  an  accurate  comparative  rate 
but  the  approximate  figure  compares  quite  well  v/ith  the  County  infan- 
tile mortality  rate.

No  cases  of  Diphtheria  or  Poliomyelitis  occurred  in  the  Rural 
District. 


Food  Poisoning:  Eighty-five  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified 
from  the  County  of  Dorset  during  the  week  ended  26th  June.  These 
vfere  notified  following  an  explosive  outbreak  of  diarrhoea  and  vomit- 
ing, the  common  factor  of  v^hich  seems  to  have  been  a visit  by  coach  to 
London  Airport,  by  Bovington  Social  Club,  One  hundred  and  seventy- 
four  persons  were  in  the  party. 


The  first  d.ntimatdon  that  illness  was  a sequel  cano  from  the 
Personnel  Officer  at  Bovington  Camp,  and  the  names  of  three  persons 
resident  in  this  district  were  given  to  me.  Careful  investigation  by 
Mr.  Dove  revealed  a total  of  ten  persons  suffering  symptoms,  of  which 
one  worked  at  a school  kitchen.  No  infecting  agent  was  isolated  from 
the  stools  of  the  victims,  and  no  source  of  infection  was  found.  The 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  London  Borough  of  Hillingdon  V7as 
informed  early  of  the  possible  implications  of  the  Dorset  outbreak  and 
later  of  the  total  number  of  sufferers  in  the  Dorchester  area. 


Measles : Two  hundred  and  forty-seven  cases  of  measles  were  notified 
during  the  3^ear,  costing  the  Council  £30 *175 . 6d.  In  my  view  this 
dreary  notification  of  measles  serves  no  useful  purpose  and  the 
statutory  ohligation  upon  us  to  spend  this  money  needs  reviev;.  If 
they  feel  that  quick  notification  of  a communicable  disease  will 
help  prevent  much  unhappiness,  most  family  doctors  will  lift  the 
telephone  nno diat e l.y . 

It  would  be  far  more  useful  if  rather  more  important  infectious 
diseases  such  as  infectious  jaundice  or  undulant  fever,  were  noti- 
fiable and  that  the  fee  instead  of  2s*  6d*,  v/hich  has  been  payable 
since  before  the  beginning  of  the  century,  was  raised  to  10s*  Od. 

The  Council  would  still  be  in  pocket  and  would  be  spending  money 
far  more  usefull^^* 

I have  never  quite  understood  why  notification  is  limited  to 
infectious  disease.  It  is  the  Council's  duty  to  eliminate  all 
potent  causes  of  death  in  their  area.  In  a district  such  as  this 
notification  of  tractor  accidents  or  some  forms  of  cancer  may  well 
be  of  far  greater  importance. 

Anthrax:  Three  cases  of  anthrax  v;ere  confirmed  in  cattle  in  the 
district  in  19o5j  one  at  Osmington  and  two  at  Winterbourne  Abbas* 

If  conveyed  to  humans  the  infection  is  only  da^ngerous  if  it  remains 
undiagnosed.  Disinfection  of  the  premises  is  the  statutory  duty 
of  the  Police  who  optimistically  issue  a "Freedom  from  Infection" 
certificate  when  this  task  is  done,  but  it  is  my  routine  to  enquire 
the  names  of  the  family  doctors  attending  those  persons  working  at 
the  farm  and  to  inform  the  doctor  of  the  circumstances. 

In  these  cases  infection  was  thought  to  have  originated  from 
imported  bone-meal  fertiliser.  I have  read  in  the  medical  press 
that  this  is  the  usual  source  of  anthrax  infection  now  in  this 
Country,  which  is  surprising  as  the  spore  can  >e  killed  by  steam 
sterilisation.  Indeed  for  many  years  wool  and  hair  from  countries 
where  the  disease  is  commonly  found,  must  be  shipped  to  Liverpool 
where  the  Customs  enforce  that  the  material  shall  be  processed  at 
the  G-overnment  Disinfecting  Station. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  of  Inquiry  on  Anthrax  (H.M.S.O. 

Cmd.  8l|-6)  draws  the  conclusion  that  sterilisation  of  bone-meal  fert- 
iliser would  be  too  costly  and  may  price  bone-meal  out  of  the  market 
as  a fertiliser*  One  cannot  help  wondering  v^hether  cheaper  sources 
of  heat  from  North  Sea  gas  deposits  or  irradiation  may  alter  this 
position. 
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By  coincidence  the  Ministry  of  Health  also  drew  attention  to 
the  availability  of  an  Anthra^x  Vaccine  this  year,  v/hich  is  obtain- 
able from  the  Microbiological  Research  Establishment  at  Porton, 
Wiltshire,  This  is  a vaccine  suitable  to  be  used  by  those  lii^ly 
to  be  at  risk  - work  in  akiacker^s  yard  for  example  - and  has  been 
in  regular  use  since  1958  among  the  staff  at  the  G-overnment  Wool 
Disinfecting  Sta-tion  a.t  Liverpool.  Since  then  no  cases  ha-ve  occurred 
despite  a survey  iiade  in  1958  showing  that  nearly  one  in  four  dry 
hides  were  contaminated, 

Undulant  Fever:  Occasionally  the  Divisional  Veterinary  Officer  tells 
me  when  Brucella,  abortus  - the  organism  causing  undulant  fever  in  ma,n - 
is  found  in  the  milk  from  a herd.  This  is  only  important  locally  to 
those  persons  at  the  farm  who  may  consume  the  milk  raw  as  most  milk 
in  the  District  is  pasteurised  when  sold.  The  public  health  sta,ff 
visit  the  farm  in  question  to  urge  that  the  milk  should  be  pasteurised 
or  boiled,  but  little  other  action  is  pra,cticable  or  economical  now 
S.19  vaccina.tion  is  in  common  .use  among  young  cattle. 

Poliomyelitis : In  December  I received  warning  from  G-uildford  of  a 
case  of  paralytic  poliomyelitis  which  occuirred  there,  some  contacts 
of  this  case  having  returned  to  their  home  in  this  district.  The 
importance  of  this  information  is  now  not  only  to  attempt  isolation, 
but  also  to  offer  vaccination  in  the  face  of  the  infection  if  this 
has  not  been  done  previously. 

In  this  particular  case  early  vaccination  was  performed  by  the 
family  doctor.  Information  was  also  obtained  that  another  contact 
resident  in  ^^e^miouth  v/as  involved. 

Lead  in  Crayons:  It  has  long  been  recognised  that  lead  in  paint 
ueo:'  for  nursery  decora.tion  and  toys  is  a hazard  to  the  child  when 
at  the  stage  of  sucking  objects  or  putting  articles  in  the  mouth. 

In  Septem.ber  I received  xwarning  from  the  Home  Office  that  foreign 
crayons  containing  lead  xvere  possibly  on  sale  in  the  District. 

Samples  of  these  crayons  previously  analysed  had  contained  25%  lead 
in  the  outer  paint  film  and  20%  lead  at  the  core. 

A search  of  all  likely  retailers  yielded  eleven  packets  of 
crayons  and  a request  was  made  03^  the  Council  to  the  Member  for 
West  Dorset  that  legal  standards  for  the  maximum,  lead  content  cf 
children’s  toys  and  crayons  should  be  made  under  the  Consumer 
Protection  Act,  I96I.  The  Under  Secretary  of  State  later  replied 
that  regulations  viere  being  prepared.

Head  Infestation:  Infestation  of  the  hair  is  not  notifiable  to  me 


as  a district  medical  officer,  but  some  idea  of  the  trend  of  louse 
infestation  can  be  gained  from  statistics  kindly  made  ava.ilable  to 
me  by  the  Principal  School  Medical  Officer.  These  figures  do  not 
separate  the  Rural  District  from  the  Borough  and  refer  to  the  com- 
bined school  population  of  both  districts  in  rural  and  towi  schools.

I hasten  to  add  tha.t  this  trend  is  not  peculiar  to  Dorchester 
and  that  head  infestation  which  was  almost  eliminated  by  the  use  of 
D.D.T.  emulsion  after  the  war,  has  never  quite  disappeared  nation- 
ally. I suspect  that  some  lice  are  more  D.D.T.  resistant  than 
previously,  and  that  the  now  fashionable  long  hair  style  of  boys 
nearly  doubles  the  number  of  heads  at  risk  among  older  children. 

Many  parents  are  genuinely  upset  when  an  infestation  is  brought  to 
their  notice  and  most  have  regarded  such  an  event  as  a thing  of  the 
past.  Much  unhappiness  would  be  prevented  if  parents  would  inspect 
their  children* s hair  occasionally.  Prom  the  Health  Visitors*  point 
of  view,  examination  of  heads  is  time  consuming  and  subsequent 
interviews  with  parents  are  difficult.  Their  time  is  better  spent 
in  other  work. 

Thus  I feel  compelled  to  add  this  vrarning  concerning  head 
infestation.  If  I find  that  there  is  evidence  that  any  child* s head 
is  chronically  infested  and  I suspect  that  re -infestation  is  taking 
place  at  home,  the  provisions  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  give 
district  councils  power  to  apply  to  the  Courts  for  compulsory  dis- 
infestation of  verminous  persons.  My  public  health  inspectors  and 
I will  not  hesitate  to  advise  our  district  councils  to  make  use  of 
this  power.

In  all  work  dealing  with  communicable  disease  it  is  a great 
help  to  know  that  the  services  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  in 
town  are  available.  Although  snap  decisions  on  clinical  grounds 
must  still  be  taken  it  is  a relief  to  have  the  co-operation  of 
Dr.  G.H.  Tee  and  Dr.  T,V,  Cooper.  The  amount  of  routine  work  under- 
taken for  us  at  the  Laboratory  is  shown  by  the  following  number  of

Prima,ry  immunising  and"  reinforcement  is  carried  out  at  pres- 
cribed ages,  therefore  somie  idea  of  the  response  in  the  district  may 
be  gained  by  bea.rihg  in  mind  that  260  to  280  births  occur  each  year. 
Figures  of  500  or  more  indicate  that  a ba,cklog  of  reinforcement 
doses  is' being  coped  with,'  thus'  improvement  in  the  totals  is  very 
gratifying. 

This  improvement  is  partly  due  to  a,  very/'  conscientious  rural 
family  doctor  service  - many  of  whom  will  call  at  isolated  homes  to 
immunise  - partly  to  the  availability  of  a mobile  ca,ravan  clinic 
which  commenced  at  Broadmayne  and' Winterbourne  St.  Martin  in 
September,  I96A5  and  now  calls  at  Crossways,  and  partly  to  the  open- 
ing of  a monthly  immunisation  clinic  for  school’' children  at  Dorchester 
Hesilth  Centre  in  November,  1964*  The  provision  of  a personal  immun- 
isation record  card  a,lso  encourages  m^others  to  keep  immunity  up  to 
date,  and  to  understand  x^hich  immune  process  has  been  carried  out 
among  the  complex  now  a.vailable .

Some  of  these  causes  of  death  are  preventable  and  one  or 
two  a.re  the  major  epidemics  of  our  time  - products  of  the  Western 
way  of  life  - issues  which  should  be  debated  with  the  sa,me  gusto 
as  eo,rlier  generations  delibera.ted  cholera,  typhoid  and  potable 
waiter  supplies.  Many  need  a.  tremendous  amount  of  re-education 
in  public  thinking  if  figures  are  not  to  continue  their  upward 
trend. 


Ca^ncer  of  the  lung  for  example  is  rela.ted  to  smoking  habits 
over  the  previous  twenty  yea.rs  or  so.  If  contact  with  carcinogens 
begins  with  regula.r  smoking  in  early  youth,  then  we  ca.n  expect 
more  men  to  die  at  an  early  age  in  the  1980's  - a time  in  life  for 
them  when  all  cancers  are  particularly  fast  growing.  Smokers 
should  be  ta^ught  the  facets. 
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Sedentary  v/orkers  should  certainly  know  more  a.bout  Coronary 
Disease,  and  I suspect  that  .an  a.pj)ra.iscal  of  drivers’  visucal 
ability  would  do  much  to  lower  the  motor  accident  rate.  You  do 
not  realise  what  first-class  vision  is  if  you  ha,ve  never  had  it. 
Many  of  us,  due  to  imperfect  muscle  ba.lance,  do  not  show  up  well 
in  ’’depth  of  vision”  tests.  Yet  just  this  qualit,y  is  needed  in 
over  taking  and  in  tuin.ing  right  - two  of  the  most  common  causes  of 
road  a,ccidents.  I do  not  ask  that  aftor  an  accident  a driver  with 
a visual  defect  should  be  pena,lised,  but  there  is  certainly  a case 
that  his  eyes  should  be  fully  examined  and  his  visual  short- 
comings explained  to  him. 


CilRE.  OF  THE  ELDERLY 

Na.tiona,!  Assistance  Act  - 19 A8  and  1931 

It  is  not  generally  known  that  this  Council  has  permissive 
authorit^^  under  the  i\Iationa.l  Assistance  Act  to  apply  to  Court  on 
hefulth  grounds  for  the  removal  of  an  old  person  to  hospital. 
Regretfully,  a resolution  to  adopt  this  procedure  had  to  be  ta.ken 
during  the  year  and  an  old  person  wan  moved  to  Dorset  County  Hospita.1, 

The  wording  of  the  Act  is  quite  explicit: - 

The  criteria  are:  being  aged,  infirm,  or  physically 

incapa^citated  are  living  in  insanitary  conditions  and  me  unable 
to  devote  to  themselves  and  are  not  receiving  from  others, 
proper  cane  and  attention”. 

I a.m  asked  to  visit  m,any  old  persons  during  the  yean  but  with 
the  help  of  relatives,  good  neighbours  and  the  vanious  welfare 
services,  crises  such  as  this  are  rane. 

Nationa,!  Assistance  (Amendment)  Act,  1962 

It  is  a.lso  not  genera.lly  knovm  tha.t  under  the  terms  of  this 
Act  a Countv  District  Council, 

”...  shall  ha.ve  power  to  make  such  anrangements  as  the 
authority  mny  from  time  to  time  determine  for  providing 
meals  and  recreation  for  old  people  in  their  houses  or 
elsewhere  o,,” 

Much  of  this  legislation  reflects  the  considora^ble  worry  the 
Covernment  has  over  the  numbers  of  old  persons  retiring  each  3^ear, 
a..nd  their  increasing  longevity.  Only  careful  planning  over  the 
next  twenty  3^ears  to  enable  old  persons  to  help  themselves  as  much 
a.s  possible,  will  prevent  a breakdown  in  the  socia.l  services.

iuinual  Renort  for  1965 


The  following  report  is  presented  for  your  information  on  the 
work  of  your  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  other  staff  during  the 
year  1965. 

No  changes  occurred  during  the  year  in  the  technical  staff,  but 
two  of  the  clerical  staff  resigned  and  were  replaced. 

Meat  inspection  duties  have  changed  very  little  during  the  year, 
and  100/t  inspection  was  maintained. 

No  major  outbreaks  of  infectious  diseases  occurred  requiring 
urgent  action  by  your  Public  Health  staff.  One  outbreak  of  food 
poisoning  did  occur  in  a coach  party  visiting  London  Airport  from 
Bovington  Camp  area,  in  which  party  there  were  residents  from  this 
district.  Inquiries  were  made  into  each  case.  Later,  a meeting  was 
arranged  of  Local  Public  Health  Department  Officers  to  discuss  this 
outbreak,  and  to  formulate  a uniform  procedure  of  co-operation  between 
Authorities  and  for  the  making  of  press  statements. 

During  the  year,  the  Council  decided  that  the  administration  of 
the  Shops  (Early  Closing  Days)  Act,  1965 > should  be  the  responsibility 
of  your  Public  Health  Department.

Slum  Clearance 


During  the  year  considerable  attention  has  continued  to  be  given  by 
the  Public  Health  Officers  of  this  Authority  to  housing,  and  included 
in  the  surveys  carried  out  to  date  there  are  approximately  600  category 
4 or  5 houses.  Thes-e  are  houses  that  are  incapable  of  repair  at  a 
reasonable  expense.  A list  of  such  houses  was  prepared  and  supplied 
to  the  Council  for  infoima.tion  on  this  subject  and  also  in  connection 
with  the  1965/68  New  Housing  Programme. 

The  rate  of  improvement  of  houses  in  these  categories  has  been  slow, 
and  it  is  regretted  that  more  advantage  has  not  been  taken  of  the 
financial  aid  offered  by  the  Council  in  the  form  of  Improvement  Grants. 

In  their  financial  estima.tes  for  1965  the  Council  approved  the  sum  of 
£20,000  for  housing  improvement  grant  purposes.

(a)  Seworing  of  Villages 

With  the  exception  of  Chickerell,  the  work  requiring  the 
connection  of  inadequately  drained  properties  to  the  public 
sewers  has  been  completed  in  Cattistock,  Charminster,  Frome 
Vauchurch^  Maiden  hewton,  eydling  St.  Nicholas,  PuddletoTO 
and  Cerne  Abbas,  large  group  of  terraced  houses  in  Alexandra 
Road,  Chickerell,  has  not  been  connected  to  the  public  sewer 
and  the  drainage  from  these  houses  continues  to  discharge  into 
an  obsolete  system  which  is  causing  pollution  in  a considerable 
length  of  field  ditches,  '^he  delay  in  the  connecting  of  these 
properties  to  the  public  sevjc-r  has  been  brought  about  by  the 
extended  negotiations  that  have  been  taking  place  between  the 
Council  and  the  owners  for  the  purchase  of  these  properties 
and  the  re-development  of  the  site. 

The  schemes  which  have  been  under  discussion  by  the  Council  for 
the  sewering  of  Abbotsbury  with  Portesham,  Bradford  Peverell  with 
Stratton  and  Osmington,  which  have  been  approved  in  principle, 
have  not  jot  commenced. 

(bj  Future  Schemes 

Further  consideration  is  being  given  by  the  Council  to  the 
sewering  of  Osminwgton  Mills,  either  jointly  vxith  Osmington 
village,  or  as  an  independent  scheme. 

(c)  Public  Conveniences 

No  public  conveniences  have  been  provided  in  this  rural  district 
and  complai-nts  continue  to  be  recieved  from  the  visiting  public 
and  the  owners  of  business  premises,  inns  and  restaurants  regard- 
ing the  lack  of  such  conveniences  for  the  use  of  the  public. 

Owing  to  the  lack  of  such  conveniences  the  occupiers  of  business 
premises  and  also  of  private  houses,  bordering  on  plaices  with 
natural  beauty,  are  approached  by  visitors  for  permission  to 
use  their  conveniences.  The  travelling  public,  using  trunic;  and 
other  main  roads,  also  have  to  make  similar  approaches  to  house- 
holders, etc.,  or  alternatively  foul  the  hedgerows  and  adjoining 
land,  because  of  the  lack  of  such  conveniences.

Meat  InsDection 

It  will  be  noted  that  a 100  per  cent  inspection  has  been  carried  out 
through  the  year.  The  number  of  animals  slaughtered  in  each  class  changed 
at  the  early  part  of  the  year  by  the  cessation  of  slaughter  of  cattle  and 
sheep  at  the  largest  of  our  three  slaughterhouses,  and  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  pigs.  This  has  reduced  meat  inspection  problems  by  the  con- 
sequent substantial  reduction  in  the  number  of  ’’casualty^’  animals  slaughtered, 
and  in  the  termination  of  the  use  of  the  largest  slaughterhouse  by  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  as  a slaughtering  point  for 
their  ’^Reactor”  cattle. 

For  the  first  time,  no  case  of  viable  cystericercosis  was  found  during 
the  year,  in  the  reduced  number  of  cattle  inspected. 

The  Tubercular  cattle  reported  are  nearly  all  ’’Reactor”  animals  inspected 
at  the  early  part  of  the  year,  and  the  few  cases  found  other  than  ’’Reactor” 
cattle  were  reported  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food 
for  investigation. 

The  instances  of  Tuberculosis  in  pigs  remains  very  similar  to  that  of  last 
year,  although  it  is  probably  safe  to  say  that  a proportion  of  the  cases 
reported  are  due  to  the  macroscopically  similar  Corynebacteruim  Bqui. 

The  liver  fluke  and  virus  pneumonia  in  pigs  are  the  greatest  causes  of 
condemnations  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  efforts  of  veterinarians  in  these 
fields  will  be  fruitful. 

Close  liason  is  maintained  with  the  Divisional  Veterinarian  Officer  of 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  and  his  staff  on  matters 
of  mutual. interest,  and  it  is  comforting  to  know  that  the  willing  assistance 
of  Doctor  Tee  and  his  staff  at  the  Coimty  Pathological  Laboratory  is  always 
available  to  the  Inspectorate.

During  the  summer  months  - July,  August  and  September  - the  position  was 
substantially  the  same  as  reported  last  year.

Collection 

The  fortnightly  scheme  of  collection  has  continued  to  operate  as  in 
previous  years.  It  has  been  suggested  on  several  occasions  in  the  past 
that  a XiTeekly  collection  should  take  place  in  at  least  some  of  the  larger 
villages,  but  this  proposal  has  not  been  adopted. 

**¥eeklv’’ 

Requests  continue  to  be  received  for  a weekly  service  and  for  a normal 
’’back  door”  collection. 

’’Back  door”  Co llection  - Aged  and  Infirm 

The  scheme  for  this  special  service,  brought  into  operation  by  the  Council 
some  years  ago,  continues  to  opera.te  satisfactorily  and  increasing  advantage 
is  being  taken  of  it.  The  scheme  has  been  extended  to  include  the  tenants 
of  all  the  Council’s  Elderly  Persons’  dwellings.  The  tenants  of  109  houses 
are  now  receiicing  this  service. 


Litter 


The  Dorset  County/  Cotmcil  in  conjunction  with  the  Ministry  of  Transport 
have  erected  34  litter  bins  on  laybys  on  classified  roads.  This  Council’s 
refuse  service  empties  these  receptacles  fortnightly,  for  which  an  annual 
charge  is  made  to  the  Dorset  .County  Council. 

This  Council  has  also  erected  74  litter  bins  on  other  roads  and  at  some 
beauty  spots. 


Disnosal 


Two  points  for  the  disposal  of  refuse  exist  in  this  area  and  these  are 
controlled  by  the  Council.  The  main  tip  is  an  old  gravel  pit  situated  at 
Warmwell,  for  which  a rent  is  paid  to  the  owner,  and  the  other  site  is  a 
small  pit  at  Cattistock,  which  is  being  filled  in  for  the  owner  and  for 
which  no  rent  is  paid. 

A”Bristol”  bulldozer,  purchased  by  the  Council,  is  situated  at  Waimwell 
and  when  necessary  transported  to  Cattistock  for  the  satisfactory  system 
of  ’’controlled  tipping”  at  these  sites.  A temporary  arrangement  has  also 
been  made,  for  tipping  the  refuse  collected  in  the  Chi ck ere ll/ Abbot sbury 
area,  at  the  Weymouth  Corporation  tip  in  Weymouth,  for  v/hich  a charge  is 
made  of  10s.

Transport  (Cont’d) 

As  a result  of  such  discussions  the  Council  authorized  the  purchase  of  a 
50  cu.yd,  Pakamatic  refuse  collection  vehicle.  With  the  increased  capacity 
of  this  vehicle  it  is  confidently  expected  that  the  number  of  Journeys  to 
the  refuse  disposal  sites  will  be  reduced. 

Disposal  of  Old  Motor  Vehicles 

Polloxfing  the  receipt  in  February,  1965  ^ of  Circular  8/65  from  the  Ministry 
of  Housing  and  Local  Government  to  all  Local  Authorities  on  the  question 
of  the  removal  and  disposal  of  abandoned  cars,  etc.,  this  matter  was  con- 
sidered by  the  Council,  when  it  was  decided  that  action  should  be  taken, 
and  that  where  the  owner  could  be  traced  the  car  would  be  removed  by  the 
Council  and  the  cost  recovered  from  the  ovmer.

Rodent  Operators  and  it  was  the  decision  of  the  Council  that  as  far  as 
domestic  premises  are  concerned,  the  service  should  be  a free  one.  A 
charge  is  made  for  rodent  control  work  carried  out  on  business  premises 
and  farms.
